Sheriff Taughinbaugh. who w.is 
“under fire” several tim es during 
cavalry skirm ishes aram id H unters­ 
town at the tim e of the battle here, 
has a rem arkably clear memory and 
can recall in detail m any events of 
his boyhood. 
He remembers having heard—as 
a youth approaching his 14th birth­ 
day—Lincoln delivering his famous 
address at the dedication of tile 
National 
cemetery here 
and later 
th at day at the Judge Wills home 
he shook hands with the President. 
He slipped into Hie Wills house 
w hen there was a break in the lines 
of people seeking to shake hands 
with Lincoln. Resting his left hand 
on the Hunterstown boy’s shoulder, 
the Civil war president shook hands 
with the boy and inquired: “Well, 
sonny, how are you?" 
Taughinbaugh had ridden to G et­ 
tysburg th a t m orning on hts pony 
to witness the historic events. Horse­ 
back trips to Gettysburg were made 
frequently by Mr. Taughinbaugh 
during the war. W ith m ails irregular 
and infrequent, he rode to the 


miles to the southeast, on the third 
day of the battle here. 
W ith 
hts 
father, 
Armstrong 
Taughinbaugh, he rode on the first 
W estern M aryland train to run west 
of Gettysburg. 
Elected sheriff in the fall of 1887, 
Mr. Taughinbaugh was a Republi­ 
can and the first m em ber of his 
party to hold th a t office in many 
years for the Democrats then held 
a considerable m ajority on the vot­ 
ing lists. Tile late W illiam B. Mc- 
Iihenny, who later became sheriff, 
was Mr. Taughinbaugh’s deputy. 
In Good Health 
Sheriff Taughinbaugh was a farm ­ 
er a t Hunterstown for the most of 
his life. He was a m em ber of the 
third generation of Taughinbaughs 
to live on tile old Taughinbaugh 
farm, just south of Hunterstown. 
Members of the fifth and sixth gen­ 
erations live there now. 
In very good health and enjoying 
as fine an appetite as he ever had, 
the former county official enjoys 
cigars and his 
pipes and 
keeps 
abreast of the news of the day by 
reading newspaper headlines and
